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Group urges council to 
axe erotic bar’s licence

A GROUP of residents want to see the 
council close down a lap dancing club 
which they say creates a ‘no-go’ area for 
women and children. 

The group hope that Northampton 
Borough Council do not grant Urban 
Tiger on Wellingborough Road in 
Northampton a new Sexual 
Entertainment licence which it needs 
under new laws to operate. 

The current consultation period for the 
licence renewal comes to an end on 
January 11 and the council will discuss 
the future of the club in March. 

One resident, Jacqueline Higgs, said: 
“We are arguing this from a position of 
gender equality, which the council has a 
duty to maintain, but licensing this club 
hardly provides an equal platform for 
men and women. 

“The areas surrounding lap dancing 
clubs can become ‘no-go’ areas for 
women, with many feeling unsafe in the 
vicinity of such venues. 

“This club has been open for seven years 
but this is the first opportunity for us to 
discuss its impact in the community.” 

Other residents believe that the club’s 
licence should be rejected on the basis of 
its proximity to shops which are aimed at 
children. 

Jasmine Shadrack said: “The club is 


close to a games workshop and a school 
uniform shop, which children often visit. 

“It is also right opposite a crossing on 
Wellingborough Road which means you 
are forced to look at their advertising. 

“I know that the council has a town 
centre first policy but this is clearly going 
to stop families coming into the town. 

“Back in the day a gentlemen’s club 
would be filled with men, smoking cigars 
and talking about the fall of the empire 
but not now.” 

Another resident has seen the direct 
effect the sex industry has had on young 
women through his work. 

Del Pickup, who works at a homeless 
shelter in Northampton, said: “I work as a 
manager in a refuge for the homeless and 
have seen first-hand how the sex industry 
can affect young women who may have 
fallen on hard times. 

“Also as a father I do not want my 18- 
year-old daughter walking past the club 
and thinking that this type of work is a 
legitimate career choice and neither do I 
want my ten-year-old son to think that 
this is a way to treat women.” 

Urban Tiger is run by the Northampton- 
based Mcmanus Pub company and they 
maintain that the club should remain 
open for business as they have been open 
for seven years with few complaints from the

Lib Dems hit out over 
£15m budget deficit

THE county council has been 
told to come clean over a 
significant black hole in 
their cuts proposals by 
opposition leaders. 

The Liberal Democrat group 
has questioned the 
Conservatives’ £15m deficit 
in their plans published in the 
draft budget last month. 

Councillor Brendan 

Glynane, Lib Dem leader of 
the opposition, said “It is 
simply unacceptable for the 
Conservatives to ask for 
people’s views on their cuts 
when they won’t even tell 
residents what they are 
going to do. 

“£15m is a lot of money and 


can’t simply appear from 
nowhere. 

“Already we have seen cuts 
to frontline services affecting 
the vulnerable, which the 
Conservatives promised they 
would not do. 

“We know that the cuts at 
the county council will be 
worse because of years of 
financial incompetence. Now 
they are trying to pull a fast 
one and hide the worst of the 
cuts. 

“The Conservatives need to 
come clean and tell people 
what they are planning to 
cut.” 

However, the Conservative 
administration has hit back at 
their opposition by explain¬ 
ing that the council is still 
working through the figures 


from Central Government. 
Cllr David Mackintosh, cabi¬ 
net member for strategy, 
communications and exter¬ 
nal relations, said: “I think 
this is about understanding 
the context of this budget and 
the decisions that we have 
to make are based on the 
magnitude of the saving 
we need to make. 

“We are still getting infor¬ 
mation on our finances from 
Central Government and we 
only received some late infor¬ 
mation hours before the 
budget announcement. 

“It is only natural therefore 
that we will release more 
information on the budget as 
and when we have had a 
chance to look at all the 
details.”

Council gets pat on the back 
for revealing its spending files 

A GOVERNMENT minister has praised Northamptonshire 
County Council as one of only a few authorities to have made 
some of its spending records available online. 

Six months ago Communities Secretary Eric Pickles wrote 
to all councils calling on them to throw open their files to 
make local government spending more transparent and 
show waste is being eradicated. 

The authority now publishes details of senior pay, council¬ 
lor expenses and any useful frontline service data of interest 
to residents. 

Mr Pickles said: “One hundred and forty four councils have 
shown they’re not afraid to be transparent and I applaud 
them but that’s less than half, the slow-coach councils only 
have a month to go before serious questions will be asked 
about what they’ve got to hide. 

“Openness is an essential part of a proper modern democ¬ 
racy. The taxpayer has a right to see where their money is 
being spent, to point out waste and decide local priorities.” 

The council has welcomed the minister’s praise and reiter¬ 
ated its commitment to open records. 

Cllr Mackintosh said: “We absolutely believe in the trans¬ 
parency of the county council and we have been one of the 
first to implement these sorts of measures. 

“I was actually at a conference in December where I spoke 
to other large county councils about being transparent. 

“We recognise that public money is at a premium and it is 
important that the way that it is spent is accountable.”

A LEARNER driver led police on an 
eight-mile high-speed chase on the A45 
in Northampton after drinking eight 
pints of cider.

A breath test at the police station gave 
an alcohol reading of 81 - more than 
twice the limit of 35. 

Palmer said he had drunk eight pints of 
cider. 

He admitted driving while disqualified, 
drink-driving and having no licence. He 
had 23 previous convictions and had 
been jailed in 2006 for nine months for 
dangerous driving. 

Defence barrister Alexander Barnford 
said Palmer drove after being involved in 
an argument. 

“He acknowledges it was a stupid thing 
to do and regrets it. 

“He is in full time work and has a young 
family who would suffer if he was sent to 
prison.” 

Judge Richard Bray jailed him for 
15 months and banned him from driving 
for three years. 

He told him: “You indulged in a chase 
with police at speeds of up to 100 miles 
per hour. If you keep driving without a 
licence you will keep going to prison.”

Sergeant Steve welcomes in the new year in Afghanistan 


SPENDING New Year’s Eve with friends and 
family is something we all take for granted but 
for some the start of 2011 was spent in 
entirely different circumstances. 

Sergeant Steven Fitzhugh, 27, from 
Northampton, spent his serving in the Nad-e 
Ali area of Helmand province, in Afghanistan 
with his unit, the 7th Parachute Regiment - 
Royal Horse Artillery. 

The father of three was deployed to 
Afghanistan for the second time, where he is 
serving alongside members of Afghanistan’s 
own security forces. 

He is working to drive out the insurgents and 


improve security for the local population. 

He joined the army in 1999 and has served 
tours in Northern Ireland and Iraq. 

Sergeant Fitzhugh said: “I’ve seen some 
significant changes. 

“On my first tour here in Afghanistan we had 
to call for fire support several times a day, with 
engagement with the enemy lasting for hours 
at a time. 

“This time there is a far greater degree of 
security for the Afghan people, with far more 
Afghan National Police and Afghan National 
Army involvement in protecting the population. 

“Having been here twice I can see the 


progress.” Sergeant Fitzhugh attended Trinity 
Upper School in Northampton. 

He is currently based in Colchester, the 
home of his regiment, with his wife Karyn and 
three children Ceiron, six, Paige, five and 
William, one. 

And he paid tribute to his family from the 
frontline, adding: “I’d like to say a big thank you 
to my wife for being mum and dad whilst I am 
away.

Safety 

checks 

stops 

drivers

A PRIVATE hire car has been taken off 
the road after it was found to be in a 
dangerous condition. 

Another five cars were taken off the 
road with minor faults, as a result of a 
council’s surprise safety check on taxis 
and private hire vehicles. 

Northampton Borough Council officers 
and Northamptonshire Police spent six 
hours stopping and inspecting a number 
of the town’s taxis in the run-up to 
Christmas. 

The figures, released this week, also 
showed that 21 vehicles were inspected 
during the checks, which included both 
Hackney Carriages and private hire vehi¬ 
cles (PHV). 

Half of the PHVs inspected had faults 
and six were immediately taken off the 
road. 

Five that were taken out of service were 
found to have faulty or defective lights 
and tyres and one vehicle was judged as 
being in a dangerous condition. 

All of the Hackney Carriages passed 
their inspection without any faults. 

Northampton Borough Council cabinet 
member for community engagement, 
Councillor Paul Varnsverry, said: “At all 
times of year, but particularly in this sea¬ 
son, when numbers of town centre visi¬ 
tors increase, the council is mindful of its 
responsibilities as licensing authority to 
taxi users and the wider public. 

“We expect professional drivers, such 
as taxi and cab drivers to keep their vehi¬ 
cle roadworthy and in good condition. 

“Spot checks like these make drivers 
aware of the importance of the mainte¬ 
nance of their vehicles. 

“It is not acceptable for them to poten¬ 
tially place passengers, other motorists 
or themselves in danger. 

“The safety of the public is our main 
concern and people need to feel confi¬ 
dent that the vehicle they are getting into 
is roadworthy. 

“Northampton Borough Council will 
continue to work closely with their part¬ 
ners in taking action against any licensed 
driver who has permitted their vehicle’s 
roadworthiness to fall below established 
requirements.”

SAFEWINGS has got high 
hopes for 2011. 

In December, it launched a 
campaign to raise £5,000 and 
at the moment it does not 
think it will reach this by 
March.

Hundreds of staff 
hurt while at work

A GOVERNMENT department 
has warned people to be more 
careful in the workplace after 
362 people suffered major 
injuries at work last year and 
one person died in the county. 

The figures, released by the 
Health and Safety Executive 
(HSE), show that the death 
occurred in Wellingborough, 
while the town also suffered 42 
serious accidents. 

Northampton had by far 


the most serious incidents, with 
132. 

However, the total number was 
down from 400 in 2009. 

There was also one less fatality. 

Across the county there were 
1,436 injuries that resulted in staff 
needing at least three days off. 

The HSE is warning that there is 
no room for complacency despite 
the total number of work-related 
fatalities across Britain being at a 
record low. 

Sue Thompson, principal 
inspector for the HSE in 
Northamptonshire, said: “The fall 


in numbers of workers killed or 
injured through their work is 
encouraging but we must also 
remember that each death results 
in a family missing a loved one. 

“Employers cannot be compla¬ 
cent; they must stay vigilant and 
learn the lessons from the past to 
ensure they protect their workers 
in the future. 

“Putting in place simple, 
straightforward, health and safety 
measures can save lives. 

“It is not good for companies or 
their workers if they are off 
through an injury or ill-health.”

Staff dig in to help charity

COUNCILS are often used to deal¬ 
ing with unruly tenants, planning 
issues and street cleaning. 

But staff at Northampton Borough 
Council put that all behind them 
during December as they worked 
with volunteers from Animals in 
Need to raise money for the Little 
Irchester-based charity.

“Roy Marriott, from Animals in 
Need, collects it and it saves them a 
fortune in feeding their animals - 
not just cats and dogs - they rescue 
any and everything including pigs, 


hens, sheep, turkeys and swans. It is 
great to see the food going to good 
use and we are happy that 
Northampton Borough Council is 
doing its bit to recycle whilst help¬ 
ing a needy cause.” 

Mr Marriott said: “We would like 
to say a big thank you to Jane 
Spence and her wonderful team not 
only for helping us fund-raise but 
for all the food they collect for our 
animals throughout the year. 

“On the Animals in Need market 
stall £250 was raised the first week 
of December, a staggering £538 the 
second week and £380 the third 
week, making a total of £1,168. 

“This will go towards paying the 


winter heating bill and keeping all 
the animals in our care nice and 
warm.”

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John’s Imp-ressive strike 
can spark play-off hunt 


FOOTBALL 

JOHN Johnson is making a habit out of 
scoring against Lincoln City. In his last 
three appearances against the Red Imps 
he has been on target in everyone of 
them. 

The latest was a 25 yard net-buster that 
clinched a 2-1 win for Northampton Town 
at Sixfields on Monday, making it three 
goals for the season so far from the right 
back. 

Johnson [pictured right] proved that he 
knows where the goal is during his 
season-long loan from Middlesbrough 
during the 2009/10 campaign where he 
was on target five times, but was modest 
about his efforts after the victory against 
Lincoln. 

“I just try to get a good first touch and 
make good contact with it really,” he said. 
“Sometimes it goes into Row Z, 
sometimes you’re lucky and it goes in. 

“The ball fell outside the box and I just 
wanted to get it out of my feet with good 
contact. I was lucky enough that it went 
in, but the main thing is that it’s massive 
for the lads to get three points. 

“It’s a big win because we can push on 
and get where we need to be, higher up 
the table.” 

That win moved Northampton up to 
14th in the table and keeps them in the 
hunt for a place in the League Two play¬ 
off places, which are still wide open with 
just under half the season remaining. 

Fellow play-off chasers Cheltenham 
Town visit Sixfields this Saturday and 
Johnson is well aware that another three 
points are vital with things as they are. 

He said: “Every game is massive and 
when you see the league, it is so tight. 

“The lads are always looking at the 
league and if you lose you’re back down, 
but if you win you’re pushing up and 
looking forwards. If we can get those 
three points then that will be massive for 
us. If we can win and get the better of 
them then we will know where we are. 

“It will stand us in good stead, but we’ll 
just take the game as it comes, prepare 
right and go in looking for the three 
points.” 

Johnson is also keen to put things right

after the Cobblers went down 1-0 away 
to the Robins back in October in a match 
which saw Dean Beckwith sent off early 
on and a Leon McKenzie goal ruled out. 

“We were disappointed with that game 
and even with ten men we thought we 
created enough chances,” said the 
22-year-old. 

“We were unlucky not to get something 
out of that game and we’ll be confident, 
but they seem to have improved to move 
up to the play-offs. 

“It will be a tough match, but we will 
have our minds set on it and we think we 
can go on to get all three points.”

Quins shock not end 
who plans a double

“WE didn't play well enough” - that was the admission 
of Northampton Saints director of rugby Jim Mallinder 
after his side suffered only their second defeat of the 
season, 16-13 against Harlequins on Saturday. 

Defending top spot in the Aviva Premiership and an 
unbeaten home record, Saints came a cropper against a 
determined Quins side that managed to repel everything 
the hosts could throw at them. 

It was 11 points from the boot of Nicky Evans and some 
quick thinking from Danny Care that proved to be the 
difference between the teams, while Northampton were 
left to rue not punishing the visitors further when they 
had two men in the sin-bin. 

“Harlequins came here with a certain game plan, they 
stopped our maul, they stopped us scrummaging well at 
times and stopped us from getting into a rhythm,” said 
Mallinder. 

“I think we did well in the first half, put them under 
pressure and at the end of the first half we got our just re¬ 
wards. But that ten minutes in the second half was cru¬ 
cial where we just didn’t monopolise and take control. 

“They were down to 13 men and we talked about keep¬ 
ing the ball, looking after it and not giving away any 
penalties. I think I counted that we gave away three 
penalties and ran out of touch twice, so when that hap¬ 
pened they came back.” 

The final margin of victory could have been greater had 
Evans not missed two penalties in the opening eight 
minutes, with Stephen Myler eventually breaking the 
deadlock on 26 minutes with one of his own. 

New Zealander Evans levelled three minutes later, but 
pressure at the scrum by the Saints pack began to take 
its toll on Harlequins and resulted in prop John Andress 
being yellow carded on 39 minutes. 

He was soon followed to the bin by Nick Easter after the 
England number eight was deemed guilty of killing the 
ball on the line. The home side opted for another scrum 
and a further infringement resulted in a penalty try. 

Myler duly converted from in front of die sticks to see 
the Saints lead 10-3 at the interval, but they were unable 
to add to their advantage as the 13 men held out. 

Restored to their full complement, Quins grew in con¬ 
fidence and they were rewarded for their efforts on 
54 minutes when the alert Care charged down Lee Dick¬ 
son’s clearance kick on the edge of the Northampton 22 
and raced in to score under the posts. 

The extras were added by Evans, who kicked two 
further penalties to make the game safe. Although 
replacement Shane Geraghty narrowed the gap to three 
points with seven minutes to go, Quins won the ball back 
from the restart to end any chance of a last-gasp victory. 

Mallinder made no excuses afterwards, saying: “It’s up

to us and in the first half we were frustrated because we 
weren’t getting any quick ball. 

“They were slowing the ball down and that’s up to you 
as a team to sort that out. 

“It’s down to your ball presentation, getting the clear- 
out and down to your technique, so we've got to look at 
that and improve it.” 

Northampton now take on local rivals and new Pre¬ 
miership leaders Leicester Tigers atWelford Road, where 
they will be looking for their first double over their old 
foes since the 2003/04 season. 

The last six meetings between the teams have all been 
won by the home side, but Saints are unbeaten in their 
last five away matches and Mallinder is not panicking 
after one defeat. 

“It’s a long old season and we’re happy that we’re win¬ 
ning games,” he said, adding: “We’ve lost a game here, 
but it’s not the end of the world. 

“We’ve won close games here and away from home this 
season that we could have lost. 

“We’re still in a really good position, we’ve still got a 
good team and we’ll look forward to going to Welford 
Road.”

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Consistency the 
key but luck will 
do for Sampson 

Cobblers boss hoping fortune favours his men in Cheltenham visit

THERE’S an old saying about making your 
own luck in football, but Northampton 
Town boss Ian Sampson hopes that will not 
come into the equation when his team 
host Cheltenham Town on Saturday. 

Back in October, fortune certainly didn’t fall 
on their side in a controversial 1-0 defeat at 
Whaddon Road. Leon McKenzie had a goal 
ruled out for a contentious offside, while the 
Cobblers also played 68 minutes with ten 
men following Dean Beckwith’s red card. 

But the 2-1 Bank Holiday win over Lincoln 
City has made it three victories from their 
last four for Northampton to lift them up to 
14th in League Two and within six points of 
Mark Yates’ side, who currently occupy the 
final play-off place. 



“You always say at the beginning of the 
season that if you get a bit of bad luck it will 
even itself out and hopefully we won’t need 
any luck on Saturday,” said Sampson. 

“Hopefully we can produce some decent 
football and get the right result. It remains 
very tight and there are a lot of teams that 
are equal to each other so we need to find 
some consistency. 

“They’re going well. They had a setback on 
Saturday, but like us they responded well 
against Southend. It’s a home game for us 
and we’re hoping that we can keep produc¬ 
ing our home form. 

“That’s three wins out of four so we’re 
heading in the right direction.” 

Monday’s victory at Sixfields went some 
way to erasing the memory of a 2-0 loss at 
Crewe Alexandra on New Year’s Day, with a 
wonder goal from full back John Johnson 
sealing the win two minutes from time. 

Billy McKay had broken the deadlock in 
the 64th minute, but a 25 yard scorcher 
from Josh O’Keefe evened things up ten 
minutes later. 

However, just as the match looked to be 
heading for a draw, Johnson rifled home the 
winner from a similar distance to make it 
three goals in his last three games against 
the Red Imps. 

“You won’t see two better strikes in League 


Two all season,” said Sampson. “Their lad 
scored a left-foot, half-volley into the top 
corner and Johnno has hit a screamer to win 
the game, and thankfully we got three 
points. 

“I think we deserved to win it. Overall we 
controlled the game for long periods in 
terms of possession. 

“I thought our shooting lacked a bit at 
times, we didn’t really make their keeper 
work, but I was quite happy with the per¬ 
formance.” 

He was also pleased to see McKay get his 
sixth goal of the season after being restored 
to the starting line-up in place of the injured 
McKenzie, and is expecting more from the 
striker. 

Sampson said: “It’s good for Billy. That will 
help with his confidence and we want him 
to score goals. We think there’s something 
there for him to be working on and we think 
he can be a good player. 

“He just needs a few more goals, needs to 
get a bit more confidence and that will do 
him good. He’s always in there and on the 
spot, I think it’s the partner he is playing 
with. 

“Maybe he needs a big man to go and play 
with him or someone a little bit stronger, 
but I’m sure he’ll come good for the Cob¬ 
blers.”
